Heated debate 
over GC budget

light on an awaited levy figure, but did 
yield a new sewer rate, general budget 
‘and air pollution attitude. 

‘The fragile air pollution division was 
6ne casualty of a last-minute effort to: 
pass an appropriations ordinance that 
‘some aldermen hoped would have as lit- 
fle effect as possible on a future tax 
Tevy. 

Passing relatively unaltered from the 
Meeting was a separate $2.1 million 
wastewater treatment plant budget. A 
quarterly $5 rate increase for both city 
and county. users also sailed through 
the marathon five-hour session. It

The air pollution division, previously 
crippled by city layoffs and inter- 
government funding disputes, was one 
Of first areas to be cut, along with the 
aldermen’s convention expenses. 

Fifth Ward Alderman Jake Vara‘

Ilinois Bosse voneermes say that “‘if 
we had known then what we know 
now,” they would have built a coal- 
powéred plant instead of a nuclear 
reactor. The delay and cost rise have 
virtually eliminated any difference bet- 
ween the cost of generating power by 
burning coal or smashing atoms. 

Nuclear power Initially was seen as 
much. cheaper and also less of a pollu- 
tion problem. Western coal is expensive 
to ship here, and high-sulfur Illinois 
coal requires elaborate “scrubbing” to 
maintain air purity near power plants. 

The January action allowed IP to 


charge its ‘halts million electricity users 
for $625 million of CWIP, an increase of 
$250 million in CWIP charges. 

These additional costs accounted for 
about 70 percent, or $49 million, of the 
$70 million rate rise. 

In the four-month rehearing of the 
case; IP sought to charge customers for

Where to pay your property taxes 


While there has been a great deal 
of confusion this week among tax- 
payers as to the proper way to pay 
their taxe: 
are quite simple, according to 
township tax collectors. 

By a court order of last July, in 
Granite City, Venice, Nameoki and 
Edwardsville townships, the first 
installment of taxes must be paid to 
the township collector. In Chouteau 
Township, residents are being en- 
couraged by the town board to pay 
their taxes to the township collector, 
but \may, if they wish, mail 
paympnts directly to the county 
treas#¥rer using the envelope provid- 
ed in their tax bill package. 

Granite City residents, who are 
automatically in Granite City 
Township, may pay their taxes dur- 
ing banking hours at First Granite 
City National Bank, Granite City 
Trust and Savings Bank or its 
Madison Avenue facility, American 
Heritage Bank of Granite City or

also may pay taxes at the office of 
Granite City Treasurer Nick Petrillo 
in City Hall, Niedringhaus Avenue at 
20th Street and Edison Avenue 
Nameoki Township residents may 
pay their taxes at any of the above 
banks, at Madison County Federal 
Savings and Loan in Collinsville or 
at the township office, 4250 Highway 
162 during normal working hours.

Crime down 11 percent in 
Madison in 1st half of '83 


By PAT HAY LUTZ 
for the Press-Record 
The crime statistics for 


January through Jane 
presented to Madison City 
Council ‘members Tuesday 
night by Chief of Police 
Donald Bridick showed an 11 
percent decfease in crime, 
compared to that same 
period in 1982 

The total major crimes 
committed (criminal 
homicide, forcibale rape, 
robbery, assault and bat- 
tery, burglary, theft, and 
auto theft) in 1982 was 185 
while the figure dwindled to 
165 in 1983, 

‘The report for the month of 
June, however, indicated an 


increase of 11 percent, with, 


the total of major crimes 
committed rising from 35 in 
1982 to 39 in 1983. 

Mayor Mike $asyk and 
{ members of the council com- 
* mended the. improvement in 
the. six-month ‘figures, con- 
gratulating the police 
department on their hard 
work. “They have done a 
remarkable job, considering 
what's going on all over the 


country,’ Mayor Sasyk said. . 


“] think we can be proud of 


Chief Bridick and our police 
department for doing'such a 
fine job for the city." ~ 

In other business, Alder- 
man Donald Garrett praised 
the street department for 
their work on paving several 
alleys in the Fourth Ward. 
Garrett said, “Il know the 
residents of the Fourth Ward 
appreciate the. fine work 
t been done for them.”

First, said Wilson, the 
government must initiate an 
objective and realistic 
allocation study of those 
costs which should be at- 
tributed to commercial 
navigation. ‘Congress must 
not accept crude and ar- 
bitrary’ estimates on this 
¢rucial mater,’’ Wilson 
asserted. 

He testified on behalf of 
the American Waterways 
Operators, Inc. (AWO), the 
trade association represen- 
ting the national interests of 
the U.S. barge and towing in- 
dustry, and on behalf of the 
National Waterways Con- 
ference, Inc. (NWC), an 
{Organization composed of 
lvarious waterways in- 
{terests, principally shippers. 

3 Wilson, vice chairman of 

«4AWO and chairman of the 

fboard of NWC, made. his 
\statement reflecting the 
{position of the waterways in- 
{dustry,, which is opposed to 
{imposition of increased user 
taxes as pi by the Ad- 
yministration in Senate Bill 
+1554. 
|. This bill would recover 70 
percent of Corps of 
\Engineers’ expenditures for 
foperation, maintenance and 
‘construction on inland 
iwaterways from freight car- 
friers only. Since 1976, the 
barge and towing industry 
thas been paying user taxes 
which began at four “cents 
sper gallon of fuel and are 
{scheduled to increase to 10- 
scents by 1985. 
e Wilson said there are four 
jmain prerequisites that 
{must be met before carriers 
ean be asked to pay addi- 
tional user fees. 


“€ongress must take the 
lead in developing facts.and 
figures to arrive at a fair 
“distrubution of costs,”’ 
Wilson said. 

“Second, it must be deter- 
mined what share of naviga- 
tion expenditures are in the 
general public’s interest. 
Freight carriers should not 
be asked to pay costs which 
are actually attributable to 
‘agricultural, industrial, na- 
tional defense, international 
trade and! other _ national 
beneficiaries. 

“Phird, (the extent of 
federal assistance to other 
shipping modes, particularly 
railroads, must be taken into 
account in order to promote 
a fair and equitable public 
policy’ and to avoid 
marketplace distortions. 

“The government has 
spent less than $9 billion on 
the waterways since 1854, as 
opposed te spending $11 
billion in railrod subsidies in 
just the past five years. 
Fairness and balance must 
undergird the ~nation’ s 
transportation policy,’ 
Wilson stressed. 

“Finally, if users are re- 
quired to pay for navigation 
costs, they must be allowed 
to have a say in where the 
system improvem are 
made and in the Order of 
priority in which they are 
undertaken. As I see it, user 
say-is a vital component of 
any user-pay policy.” 
‘Other factors which 
Wilson asked the subcom- 
mittee to consider in ‘its 
deliberations are the effects 
of increased costs on the 
economically-depressed 
barge and ‘towing ‘industry 
and on farmers and other 
shippers, 


“A tax of 1.1 mills per ton— 


mile, as proposed in S. 1554, | 


would increase the cost of 
shipping grain by barge by 
27 percent," he said. 

“I do ndt believe we should 
impose a taxation policy 
which reverses U.S. export 
policy,”’ he concluded.

‘The main concern of the collectors, 
according to the letter, is an insertion 
that should have been included in tax 
bill-packets in the four townships that 
informs taxpayers to pay their taxes 
only to the townshp coljectors prior to 
Sept. 1, Smith said. 

‘According to Judge Ferguson's ruling 
in July, 1982, the county treasurer may 

“not collect taxes from residents of the 
four townships prior to Sept. 1. 

Smith said that a state statute concer- 
ning tax collection does not say that the 
county treasurer has to provide ad- 
dresses and places of tax payments for 
the township collectors, a point the let- 
ter contends is necessary, under Judge 
Ferguson’s ruling. 
~ However, Smith said that he is taking 
the “threat of a contempt citation 
Seriously. Should Henkhaus fail to com- 

with the ruling and the requests of 
letter, Smith said ‘‘We’ll have to go 
before the same judge (Ferguson) as 


“told the Press-Record that the 
ultimate decision of what should be 
done would be made by a judge. 

‘The feud apparently is the latest ex- 
‘ample of a power struggle between the 
township collectors and the county 
treasurer. Henkhaus has been opposed

Residents of the four townships which 
have collectors are supposed to make 
their first installment payments to the” 
township collectors and not to the coun- 
ty treasurer. Chouteau Township 
residents may pay either. 

Edwardsville Township Tax Collec- 
tor Virginia Lopez has called the inclu- 
sion of the-envelopes a form of “‘harass- 
ment.” She told an Edwardsville In- 
telligencer reporter that the envelopes 
were causing confusion among the tax- 
payers. 

Nameoki Township Tax Collector 
Norman Hall sees the situation a bit dif- 
ferently, but does agree that un- 
necessary. confusion has resulted from 
Henkhaus’ failure to comply with the 
court order. 

“I find no problem with the return 
envelope. The one key issue is proper 
notification to the taxpayers (as to 
where to pay-the bills),” he said. 

“There are some very confused peo- 
ple: I've .had massive numbers of 
calls," he added. , 

Tax codes were left off part of the 
bills, he said, which leaves tax collec- 
tors with a receipt that does not tell 
them which taxing bodies should 
receive the money, Hall said. Also, in- 
structions in the tax package tell the 
jtaxpayers to mail only the bottom stubs 
with their payments; The result has 
been that many taxpayers aren't sure 
where to send their payments, which 
stub to use, which to keep, and what 
part of the bill will be a receipt. 

The entire situation could have been 
avoided months ago, had Henkhaus 
agreed to meet with the tax collectors, 
Hall contends. He said that an attempt 
was made to set up a meeting with 
Henkhaus last winter, but the treasurer 
ignored the request 

Smith agreed that the problem could 
have been settled long ago, but said that 
Henkhaus wants46-run the treasurer’s 
office the way he sees fit without in- 
terference from the collectors. 

‘The tax collectors, however, intend to 


persist in forcing Henkhaus to comply 
with the ruling. 

Granite.City Township Tax Collector 
Nick Petrillo also is irked by the situa- 
tion. He said that his office also has 
received calls from confused tax- 
payers? 

Both he and Hall said that the 
township collectors have been in cons- 
tant contact with each other this week 
to try and determine the most effective 
action to take. A decision apparently 
was made to allow Hall to act as an ex 
officio spokesman for the collectors, 
with Slate, who is the Nameoki 
Township attorney, representing the 
four. 

Of primary concern to the tax collec- 
tors is the potential hassle that could 
result if residents mail their payments 
to the county treasurer. 

Should that happen, the tax collectors 
will have to'go to the courthouse to 
retrieve the payments. By then, the in- 
stallment could be marked at the 
respective township offices as a late 
payment, Hall said. 

He stressed that it is important for 
residents to make their first install- 
ments at the township office and not to 
the treasurer. 

Petrillo said he offered a few years 
ago to pick the bills up personally at the 
treasurer’s office and recheck ad- 
dresses of taxpayers himself, but 
Henkhaus wouldn't agree to that plan. 

“Henkhaus ‘will comply with the 
court order. If he doesn’t then he’s got a 
problem,” Petrillo said. 

Smith believes that the letter won't 
have the desired impact on Henkhaus. 
He indicated that the battle might not 
be easily resolved. . 

The tax collectors, however, contend 
that the longer the feud goes on, the 
more difficult their jobs become. Hall 
and Petrillo have indicated a desire to 
reach an agreement with Henkhaus so 
that the tax collectors could get on with 
their jobs. 

“It would be real easy (to collect 
taxes) if he (Henkhaus) did what.he's 
supposed to do. He didn’t do what he’s 
supposed to, so now we have to be mean 
with him,” Petrillo said.

‘maintenance is still small

years, although participa- 
tion in HMOs remains small 
compared with other health 
plans. 

The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics (BLS) of the U.S. 
Department of Labor says 
benefits provided-by health 
maintenance organizations. 
generally are more com- 
prehensive, and worker con- 
tributions to premium costs 
are higher than for tradi- 
tional insurance. 

The agency's 1981 survey 
of the incidence and 
characteristics of employee 
benefit plans in medium and 
large firms covered 21.5 
million workers across most 
private industries, in plans 
paid at least in part by 
employers. 

Ten years ago, growth of 
HMOs was greatly 
stimulated by passage of the 
Health Maintenance 
Organization Act. The June 
1981° enrollment in HMOs 
(subscribers and covered 
dependents) totaled 10.3 
million, nearly double the 
enrollment seven years 
earlier. 

Despite this growth, HMO 
coverage is still limited, the 
survey indicates. Although 
97 percent of the workers 
within the scope of the 
survey had health insurance 
plans, only 3 percent par- 
ticipated in HMOs. 

While the HMO Act re 
quired many employers to 
offer a dual choice of health 
insurance_ plans relatively 
few workers having the op- 
tion actually select ‘prepaid 
arragements. 

The survey found signifi- 
cant differences in coverage 
provided by HMOs and other 
health plans. 

Extended care in a licens- 
ed nursing facility or 
through home health care 
services was provided in vir- 
tually all HMOs, compared 
with about three-fifths of 
other plans. Dental care and 
prescription drugs are 


‘Three-fourths of the HMOs 
included vision care 
benefits, compared with one- 
fifth of the other plans. 
Generally, however, HMOs 
with vision care provided on- 
ly eye examinations, while 
traditional insurers with vi- 
sion care coverage usually 
included eyeglasses and con- 
tact lenses, as well as ex- 
aminations. 

HMOs and other plans 
have big differences in ex- 
tent of coverage. HMOs as a 
rule provide unlimited 
hospital-related care for 
physical ailments — such as 
room and board, surgical 
care, and doctor's visits to 
the hospital with no 
charges over subscriber 
premiums. 

Other health insurers 
typically curb such benefits 
through ceilings on dollar 
payments, limits on the 
maximum number of days of 
hospitalization coverage, or 
through deductible or coin- 
surance provisions. 

Regarding premiums, the 
survey found that nearly 
three-fourths of all non-HMO 
plans were fully paid for by 
employers for employee 
coverage, but only one-third 
of the HMO plans were non- 
contributory 

Moreover, when employee 
contributions were required 
they were higher, on the 
average, for HMO services. 

Consideration,of employee 
premiums focuses on just 
one aspect of total health 
care costs borne by 
employees, ignoring such 
factors as out-of-pocket 
employee expenses at the 
time services are rendered. 


According to the BLS, 
“Full comparison of HMOs 
and traditional insurers 
must consider more than 
cost factors, including quali- 
ty of care and intangibles 
such as doctor-patient rela- 
tions, and the health of the 
insured.” ,

‘The Illinois Supreme Court on July 15 upheld a court 
ban on extremely early releases of infnates from 
crowded prisons. Within hours of that ruling, the gover- 
nor said the state would refuse to accept new prisoners. 

Corrections Director Michael Lane modified this 
slightly by announcing a “reservation system," which 
started this week at the 13 state prisons. He estimated 
that the system will accept ‘far below” the usual 
weekly arrival volume of 250 inmates. 

There is some logic in all this, but it imposes prison 
responsibilities on county and city jails lacking com- 
‘parable staffs, space, training, craft shops, exercise 
areas and recreation. And the jails’ overcrowding can 
force many persons to be turned loose or never in- 
carcerated, exposing citizens to increased danger of 
becoming crime victims. 

Concern is growing that it may be a.“‘long, hot sum- 
ier,” including unrest behind prison walls. Although 
the degree of prisons’ population congestion will be 
somewhat limited, the court-ordered halt to multiple 

-conduct sentence shortenings is seen as reducing 


!. the incentive for inmates to behave.

Where such piers are lacking, as in this instance, 
steel ‘‘slings’’ beneath the joints are essential; New 
York State added them years ago, but Connecticut did 
not and the inevitable failure occurred.

Anexample was one alderman’s dramatic presentia- 
$ tion of a grocery list of budget amendments that he 
| must have kept safely tucked at home during previous 

council sessions. Whether or not the list contained 
sound financial proposals seemed to be a mystery, 


even to the alderman, who admitted he was ‘‘not 
positive” one of his proposals) to eliminate the 
engineering department would result in a savings. 


A proposal to eliminate school crossing guards was 
withdrawn after aldermen decided they better study 
the plan first to make sure someone will be there this 
fall to help children cross busy streets. Another quick 
motion to drop the. air pollution department for a sup- 
posed savings of $41,000 was accepted. The net savings 
will probably be closer to half that figure, since that 
department's budget also supports the city engineer 
and some of his staff. Were aldermen even aware of the 
deceptive savings? 


A proposal to cut 10 percent of the city’s street lights 
was defeated because, with no prior preparation, 
aldermen could not determine the effect their decision 
would have on particularly busy streets or in their own 
wards. 


Some of the proposals might have had merit and 
helpéd the city keep property taxes down, but the slap- 
dash nature of the suggested changes cheated the city 
out of any true benefits that might have resulted.

My dictionary says a fad is 
Copething that everybody is 
intérested in for a short 
time. It's a craze or a.rage. 
That is certainly true of 
many of the new diets. 

‘There seéms to be no limit 
to the amount of money peo- 
ple will spend on diets that 
are touted as ‘‘cure-alls”’ for 
the problem of overweight. 

Here are some facts about 
diets and the habits of 
dieters: 

— Between 85 and 95 per- 
cent of perennial dieters fail 
to keep weight off more than 
two years. 

» = Of the 18,000 diets inthis 

country, only about 5 percent 
are successful. 

— The odds are against 
dieters. An estiated 95 per- 
cerft of those who try to lose 
weight fail. 

+ It is estimated that each 
year over 70 million 
Americans spend upward of 
$10 billion for anti-obesity 
Prescriptions, over-the- 
counter appetite sup- 
pressants, reducing pills and 
diuretics, diet books, 
mechanical reducing 
devices, health spas, and 
special diets. Over-the-- 
counter weight control pro- 

, duets alone now account for 

$110 million in sales annual- 
ly, and this figure is ex- 
pected to reach $194 million 
by 1985. 

— Dr. Joseph Rechtschaf- 
fen estimates the average 
U.S. adult has been on 10 to 
15 different diets. But though 
they invest heavily in an 
endless stream of fad diets 
and quick-weight-loss 
schemes, 80 million 
Americans remain seriously 
overweight and a recent na- 
tional survey showed we are 
fatter today than ever 
before. 

No group is more 
vulnerable to these 
dangerous and self-defeating 
diets than women between 
the ages of 15-40. 

~ Starvation diets can 
result in weight loss caused 
by the body losing fluid. 
However, when one returns 
to normal eating habits, one 

ains back the fluid original- 
ly lost and often more. 

The Council on Nutrition 
has prepared a booklet, 
“Rating the Diets,” about 16 
popular weight loss plans. 

~ Bach of the diet plans is 
compared to the recommnd, 
@d dietary allowances 
(RDAs) ‘to determine if it 
contains enough nutrients to 
keep one healthy. 

‘Generally, a fad diet is 

Somewhat, bizarre. and will 


not meet the RDAs because 
it recommends one food 
group rather than a balance 
of all four food groups. 

Of the 16 diet plans com- 
pared in the booklet, the four 
that met the RDAs were 
balanced. In other words, 


. they had meat or an alter- 


nate; fruits and vegetables; 
skim milk; and bread and 
grains. 

In. these diet plans, 
however, sugar, honey, 
syrups ‘and alcoholic 
beverages were restricted or 
excluded completely from 
the meal pattern. 

The caloric value ranged 
from 1,100 to 1,600 calories 
daily. These four diet plans 
provided variety, used foods 
readily available, and were 
relatively inexpensive. 

The booklet also includes 
some ideas,to consider when 
dieting. A few of the hints 
are as follows: 

1. Keep food out of sight. 
You will not think so much 
about it.” 

2. Don't ‘skip meals. 
Chances are you will overeat 
the next meal. 

3. When you get the urge to 
snack, do something else, 
‘such as going for a walk. 

4. Enlist the aid of your 
family. It is good to have a 
support group. 

5. Drink water. You need 
it, and it replaces snacks. 

6. Crash diets do not work 
for long because most people 
can't stay on them. Often the 
only weight that is lost is 
water, not fat- Some fad 
diets can be dangerous. It is 
risky to eliminate any of the 
four food groups when on a 
diet; you need them all. 

Ask yourself the following 
questions when choosing a 
diet plan: Does it include all 
the basic food groups I need? 
Or is there. someone pro- 
moting the diet, and who is it 
going to help —- their pocket- 
book or me? 

With so many different 
diets to choose from, be 
cautious. The best advice is 
still to eat less but some of 
everything, to exercise 
more,.and to push yourself 
away from the table 


‘The best diet is still one of 
moderation. Choose smaller 
portions of a wide variety of 
foods from each of the four 
food groups \in order to 
achieve the (baldince of 
nutrients you néed for good 
health. Nutrients are in all 
foods, not just'a few.’

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Drink less, enjoy longer 
life and save your liver

Alcohol has many. effects 
on the body, some ggod and 
some bad. “If you drink 
alcohol, do so in modera- 
tion,’’ is the dietary 
guideline that encourages 
Americans to keep their 
drinking to a minimum, thus 
avoiding alcohol’s bad ef- 
fects. 

Most of us know about the 
intoxicating effects of 
alcohol on ‘individuals but 
few people know how much 
damage excessive alcohol 
consumption can do. 

Sheila Ashbrook, Universi- 
ty of Illinois Extension foods 
and nutrition specialist, says 
excessive alcohol adversely 
affects the liver and the 
brain and can cause birth 
defects. : 

Nutritional consequences 
of excessive drinking include 
overweight and nutrient 
deficiencies, 

The liver usually breaks 
down the alcohol at a cons- 
tant rate, no matter how 
much or. how fast alcohol is 
consumed. When people 
drink more than their livers 
can accommodate, their 
blood alcohol level rises 
dramatically and the brain 
is affected. 

As a resuit, judgment is 
impaired. When the alcohol 
level in the blood reaches 0.1 
percent, a person is legally 
intoxicated. 

Those who drink ‘‘just a 
little bit too much” over a 
Jong period of time are runn- 
ing a very real risk of per- 
manent brain and liver 
damage. i: 

The calories in alcohol are 
hidden calories until they 
show up in the waistline.

perfectly clear Monday as he ~ 


announced his candidacy for 
the U.S. Senate. 1984 
Democratic nomination. 

Flying to eight cities in 
nine hours for press con- 
ferences, Simon cited high 
unemployment and rising 
taxes and put the blame for 
both on Senator Charles H. 
Percy, the Republican who 
hopes to win a fourth six- 
year term. 

He said Percy supported 
the Reagan administration 
in a course of action that has 
“meant the loss of tens of 
thousands of Illinois jobs and 
near-disaster for many fami- 
ly farms.” 

Simon added, “The new 
tax increases in Ilinois and 
Chicago were forced in part 
by the national administra- 
tion’s economic policy, sup- 
ported strongly by Mr.-Per- 
cy.” 

‘The former Granite City- 
Troy area state legislator, 
who was lieutenant governor 
in 1969-72, resides in Makan- 
da. He has represented the

southernment Illinois 
district in Congress for five 
two-year terms. 

At Bi-State Parks Airport 
in Cahokia, he said he is 
prepared to “leave the safe- 
ty of a House seat and its 
seniority” in the hope of hav- 
ing greater impact on na- 
tional decisions as a senator, 
and with the goal of helping 
to restore a Democratic ma- 
jority in the Senate. 

Simon said he wants to 
push for “‘sensitivity to ur- 
ban problems” that have 
been ignored by the present 
administration and by “ 
senator from Cook County.”
